Dr. Siemens, president of the Deutsche
Bank of Berlin, acknowledged to be a
shrewd financier, said, in an interview with
the correspondent: "The silver question
touches German-America- n relations mainly
on account of American currency bonds.

Grain is
gold. We buy and sell for gold. If the ex-
change falls prices rise for what we send.
The question is, bow much will currency
bonds depreciate! Tbat depends entirely
on the nature of the fnture law replacing
the Sherman bill. If a new panic
should happen Germany will
take fright and throw every-
thing on the market. The European pub-li- o

willingly bought Americans, hoping for
a rise in prices, but the past year and a
half the rise has not come. Gold came
over because Europe had good crops and
consequently wanted no American grain.
Tnisyear all is ditlerent. Europe has had
bad crops except Russia. Russian grain
exports to Germany bave gone down much.
Turkish and American grain has taken its
place. We bad a good crop when Russia
bad a bad crop. They bad little
bnt we needed no American grain.
It is different this year. We shall import
more from America than Russia, and will
send gold for it. This will greatly facili-
tate the repeal of the Sherman law. Con-
gress has been called to meat to consider
this subject, and not too soon. All depends
on the answer to the question. What will
America dof American bond prices are so
low how that Europe has no interest in
sending them bactc, provided circumstances
remain safe. Therefore Europe will send
payment for gram in gold and few goods."

Fought tbo Great Three Days' Fight.

Grand Reception to Major General Green ia
Hi Ninety-Thir- d Isr, at the Dedication

ot the Monument to New lork Troops.

Special to the Indianapolis JonrnaU
Gkttysuuisg, Pa., Jnly 2. With the

bright sun above tbe Held on which Get-
tysburg's decisive battle was fought. New
York's nionunieut to the heroes who fell
in the battle was dedicated to day with
impressive ceremonies. It was the anni-
versary of the three days' right. Several
thousand of New York veterans, the Gov-
ernors of two states, the surviving gener-
als of the battle, and visitors from
other States were present to lend impres-sivene- ss

to a scene that will go down in
history as one of the greatest at Gettys-
burg since its wheat fields ran red with the
blood of confederate and Union dead. The
wheat ntood ripe on the stalk to-da- y, as it
did thirty years ago. when the armies of
Meade aud Lee met. and the Union troops
gleaned victory after seventy-tw- o hours
of varying coniliet. Sinoko agaiu hung
over the held, but it was from the saline in
honor of the dead, and not tho smoke of
battle.

The first feature of the day was the re-cepti- ou

to Maj. (Jen. George S. Green by
his brigade on Uulp's hill. A platform had
been erected amoug the trees where Green
and his men held a most importaut point
on the right of the line of battle of the sec-
ond day's tight. Within view of a score of
monuments erected to mark the places
where comrades tell, the survivors and
their guests gathered and saluted their
brigade commander, who is in his ninety-thir- d

year, and is the oldest living partici-
pant in the battle of Gettsburg.

General Robert Avery acted as presiding
ollicer. On tbo platform was Governor
Flower, of New York, and statl; also Gen-
eral tickles. General fclocuin. Colonel
btedman. who was wounded not tifty yards
away, and the representatives of the Six-
tieth, beventy-eitfht- h,

One-hundreda- nd - thirty-sevent- h

and - One-hnndre- d- and - forty - ninth New
)ork Regiments. Standing about under
the trees or seated in carriases were
nearly a thousand veterans of New York
reuiments and their friends. The
Kev. O. W. S. Everson, of the

New York Volunteers,
opened the proceedings with a prayer. The
veterans then sang "America." alter which
General Avery introduced Maj. (Jen. Henry
W. Slocnm. The veterans listened intently
as General Slooum described the scenes in
which they took part, and gave him three
cheers when he closed. General Green then
stood up and was cheered and cheered
again as many of the veterans saw their
leader for the first time since the war.

When General Green concluded Governor
Flower was introduced. Ho said that it
was not on the programme for him to
speak at this time, but he could uot lorego
tne pleasure of coming and lookinv into
the faces of the men from New York,
who fought so well for both State and Na-
tion. Continuing, he aaid: "Whilo thn
soldiers of the old world fought to make
their monarchs great, yon fought to make
your enemies your equal ia all things,
antt to enable their children
to enjoy , the blessings of this
country equally with your own. This was
the turning point just here, and you may
all consider yourselves lucky to have been
in it. 1 wish to God I had been there my-
self. Laughter and applause. You had
your opportunity tid you um it well. No
prouder epitaph could be placed on a man's
tomb than 'He was a Union soldier.' Hut
you soldiers do not die. You come htre like
(ieneral Green ninety-thre- e years old with
the bloom of youth n his cheeks. I hope
every one of you will live at long as he."

'there were loud shouts for General Sick-
les as Governor Flower took his seat, and
the General was given a hearty cheer as he
stood, with the aid of his crutches, and
congratulated the veterans on getting to-
gether on the old battle uroond. After all
had joined in singing "Marobing ..through
Georgia" and the Kev. Air. Pray bad pro.
nonuced the benediction, all the veterans
formed in lino and shook bands with Gens.
Green. Sickles. Slocnm and Avery, while
liattery C ot the Third Artillery tired a
salute. Many of the veterans walked on
with tears on their cheeks after the hearty
hand-claspin- g of their old commander.

After the morning exercises there was a
rush to the hotel and eating houses, where
the crowds were fed with ditlicnlty, as the
hotels were simply swamped. At 1 o'clock
the veterans went to the places assigned
to them for the parade. The organizations
formed on the four sides of the town square
ana along Baltimore street, their lines
reaching all the way to the cemetery
gates. The generals and guests of houor
entered the carriages at 4 P. M., and took
their positions in the square. The Soldiers'
Home band, from Hath, X. Y.; led the pro-
cession. First came the honorary marshal.
Gen. George S. Green, and etatl, in a car-
riage. He was escorted by twentv-tiv- e

men of Lis old brigade, who walked at
the sides of his carriage. Following them
were veterans bearing twenty-nin- e Hags
of houor. out of reaped to the tneniory of
commanders of brigades or higher com-
mand in the battle of Gettysburg who
were killed during the battle or are since
deceased. Following the Hags of honor
came the grand marshal of the day. Major
General Daniel Hutterlicld. who was chief
of atatl of the army of the Potomac during
the battle of Gettysburg. Next were the
regulars, acting as escort of honor
to the generals. the Governors,
the commanders and invited
guests.

RUSSIA.

A Jen's Replj to M. llotkine's Recent De
fense of Rutaiav.

JoiCDh Jacobs, Secretary of tte liusso-Jowis- h Com-
mittee, iu me Ctntury lor July.
It is indued only an attempt to throw

dust in the eyes ot the American public to
suggest that the recent expulsions were
due to the benevolent desire of the Kussiau
government to protect the peasantry from
the oppression of the Jews. Tbat could not
have. been tho reason whv they were heart-ieasl- y

driven forth from Moscow in tbe bit-
ter cold of tho winter of lSOl-y- j, when even
soldiers were not allowed to
drill in the open air. Mor could that bave
been the teaoon why the permission grant-
ed thorn by ex-Minist- ers Markotl and Tol-
stoy was .withdrawn, and they wore driven
from tho towus outside the pule of Jewish
settlement to towus within it: peasants do
not dwell in towns. Nor could tho pro-
tection of the peasant bo tho reason why
Jews are uot allowed to become share-
holders in commercial companies. Tbo
recent restrictions on Jewish education
cannot be of much avuil to protect the
peasantry.

If it had been the purpose of the Czar and
his advisers to assimilate the Jew and the
peasant they would not recently have put
obstacles iu tbe way of the Jews becoming
agriculturists in separate colonies, where
they could uot interfere with the peas-
antry. Many thousands of these Jewish
agriculturists exist in southern Kussia, and
have prospered and shown aptitude for ag-'ricultu- ral

pursuits for three generations.
It is lurther suggested by the secretary

of the Kussian legation that the recent re-

strictive measures wern takeu as much in
the interests of the Jews themselves as of
the peasantry. Tho peasantry hunger for
the blood ot their oppressors and the be-

Xbere have recently been
very few riots against tbe Jews, and when
they occurred at Malta, aratotl and
Starodub last year the authorities, far from
repressing them, encouraged the rioters,
if they did uot actually initiate tbo riots.
Thiiri at Palta the DOlioe urged on the peo-
ple iy telling them the government had
banded over the Jews' property to them,
while the soldiery shared in the plunder.
If the protection of the Jews were the ob-
ject of the recent expulsions, why were
they not resorted to twelve years ago,
in 1831, when, owing to the culpable
laxity of the Kussian authorities, no fewer
than 1G? towns ana villages of Southern
Kuesia were the scenes of violent attacks
on Jewish life and property, aud, worse
still, on the honor of Jewish women. The
government did nothing then to stop these
outrages till a meeting at the Mansion
Houmo. in London, drew the attention of
all Europe to the criminal apathy of the
Kussian government.

What has not
gone to loreigu countries, enjoying tne
blessing of a single standard, has been
hoarded, not to reappear until its holders
have some guarantee tbat, it loaned,
it will be returned in money equally good.
The gold certificates not already forced
upon the government for redemption, ot
which the gold
reserve is supposed to ie held by the gov.
ernment, constitutes the best ocnrity of
the national banks, and the greenback is
rapidly disappearing. The bank notes are
neoessarily held, if possible, by tbo banks
issuing them, in fear that in the extremity
of distress their redemption may soon be
asKed in gold. Nothing is left bnt silver
certificates aud treasury notes. The banks
are unable to maintain their lawful reserve.
Hence, they can do no relief to a suffering
community.

MUST PAY THK BOND.
"The government treasury is depleted of

its surplus. Government expenditures ex-

ceed government receipts. Extravagant
appropriations, made on a silver basis,
must now bo paid in a medium of value.
The heedless promise to pay has now run
its brief course, and its performance comes
with suffering and tears.

"What now is the remedy!
"First The customs duties should hereafter bo

paid in old alone.
Second The silver bullion in the government

vaults should at once be sold for cash in gold and
the proceeds covered into the treasury.

"Third Three per ceuL gold bonds to tho
amount of $3U0,0o ,000 should be promptly sold
and the proceeds trausferred to the treasury.

Fourth A d;iy should bo fixed, not later than
Jan. 1, 18118, for the rederaption.and payment in
gold coin of nil circulating notes of every de-
scription heretofore issued by the government.

'Fifth At least half of the sliver dollars iasued
under the acts of 1878 aud 1800 should be sold
as bullion and the remainder minted into subsi-dar- y

bliver coins, and made legal tender only in
payment of iH or less.

"Sixth Provision should be made for the useo f
the $300,000,000 of gold bonds na a bals for
banking, making the provisions as liberal as pos-
sible, cousistcnt with safety, but under govern-
ment supervision.

Seventh The basis of national banking should
be so enlarged as to permit the Issue of circulat-
ing notes on tho deposit of other than United
States bonds, the solvency of such bonds to be
passed on by responsible government oillulals.

"Jdglith All bank issues to be redeemed in
gold coin on demand.

"Ninth All foreign gold coins should bo made
a legal tender lor debt and receivable for gov-
ernment duties nt their value as fixed by law.

"Tenth Previous to tho 1st of January, 189.
the surplurunds of the treasury, either loans
or collections, to be placed with the bauks in
m.ou sections of tht couutry and iu such amounts
as may be determined by the Secretary.

"It is not poverty butdistrnst that aillicts
the country. Our fabric ot finance must
bo torn down and built anew. It was con-
ceived in error, and every step inoreased
the departure from truth. The aot of lb7S
was dishonorable to the government and
ruinous to the people. The act of lS'JO was
a mere device to substitute silver for gold
as a standard of value. Iron or copper is
either more stable iu value to-da-y than
silver. We accepted the bad advice of the
silver inflationists once yes, twice. The
cup is too bitter to continue the draught.
They said that if America coined silver,
Knuland. France and Germany would be
coustrained to use it also, aud that silver
wonld soon take the par of gold. On the
contrary, its fall has been rapid and with
out intermission. These foreign govern-
ments now have our gold and we are left
with a ourrenoy discarded by the whole
world and scarcely more valuable than
copper.

We shall again be told tbat there Is not
gold enough to furnish the world's ex-
changes. Jf every man's experience did
not deteot this fallaoy the sophistry might
be accepted as argument. It is universally
admitted, as already stated, that less than
.r per cent, of human transactions require
the use of circulation only. If more than
this be needed itcau be supplied by a paper
currency redeemable in gold. It will be
charged that a single standard is sought by
capital asa meansof extorting higher rates
of interest. It is enough to say that in
every country having a single standard in-
terest rates are scarcely half the rates pre-
vailing here.

"Oive us a gold standard of value. Now
is the most acceptable time. We have
tried the double standard, and it is a most
frightful failure. Europeau nations are
enjoying prosperity because they enjoy a
uniform currency und the confidence it in-
spires. Let the American people be freed
from the curses of bad legislation and they
will attend to the rest.

What inltueijre we may expect
from the new law upon th
Orrman finances will mainly depend
on the attitude taken by the United Mates
government. At any rate keen distrust of
lorrign securities especially so-call- ed ex-
otic stocks, euch as Argeutine, Portuguese,
Greek and Mexican has steadily grown

Nlw York, July 2. Governor Altgeld
and bis pardon of the Anarchists was de-

nounced in the most scathing terms from
the pnlpit to-da- y. The Kev. Madison Pe-

ters, pastor of the liloomingdale Church,
said: "The pardon of the surviving par-
ticipants in the Haymarket murder in Chi-
cago, in fnltillmenti of a conpaot made
with Anarchists before election, was de-

testable enough, aud shows to what bar-
gains oar-politician- s will stoop for ballots.
But the tirade the alien Governor sent
forth as the excuse for executive clemency
is still more to be condemned. Ho shows
himself not only a foreigner by birth, but
a continental European in his viewj and
sympathies. He is not tit for American cit-
izenship, and he rails as wildly at the ad-
ministration of the law as llerr Most ever
did. In his message of seventeen thousand
words he not only brings. rooroach on his
party, but disgraces the .State and makes a
Most astoundiug exhibition of himself be-

fore the country, as well as sounding the
most dangerous note for lawlessness ever
struck in this country, he plainly shows
that he is not in sympathy with the Ameri-
can political idea of individual liberty sub-
ject to the sovereignty of the law.

The Governor has won the applause of
the dangerous un-Americ- an element in our
country, but made his nme a stench in the
nontnl of every American citizen. I do
not rind fault with Altgeld because he is
lorelgn-bor- n many of our foreign-bor- n

are better Americans than the native born;
but 1 do condemn his I
hate a traitor. The liberties we enjoy, se-

cured to us and held intaot by the expend-
iture of precious blood and untold treas-
ure, can only be transmitted to posterity
untarnished by the more respectable ele-
ments of American society seeking political
power and otlire and thus rescue our munici-
pal and State gdvernmentsfrom the unclean
rtjimtsof rascally political demagogues of
foreign birth."
